Askew against gay rights 


Tallahassee, Fla. (UPI) — Florida 


Gov. Reubin Askew, saying he would 
not want "a known homosexual 
teaching my children," urged repeal 
Friday of a Dade County (Miami) 
ordinance guaranteeing equal job 
opportunities, particularly teaching 
jobs, to gays. 


Askew also told a press conference 


he has no known homosexuals on his 
executive staff and would not accept 
any. 


The governor's remarks con- 


stituted endorsement of Miami 
Beach songstress Anita Bryant's ef- 
forts to have the three-month-old 
Dade ordinance repealed. 


Soviets protest broadcasts 


Moscow (AP) — The Soviet Union 


protested to the United States 
Friday that broadcasts to Com- 
munist countries by Radio Liberty 
and Radio Free Europe "constitute 
a continued provocation." 


A U.S. Embassy spokesman said 


the protest was read to embassy 
political counsellor William Brown 
at the Soviet Foreign Ministry, and

Tangles face prisoner treaty

Washington — Potential constitutional dif- 


ficulties with a 5-month-old treaty that provides 
for an exchange of prisoners between the United 
States and Mexico are threatening to delay 
further its ratification by the Senate and to cause 
a massive legal tangle in U.S. courts if the treaty 
ever takes effect. 


Justice Department lawyers, who have toiled 


since late last year to draft legislation needed to 
implement the treaty's provisions, now say they 
believe they have resolved the thorniest of the 
questions raised by the pact, which would deny 
returning Americans a chance to challenge the 
legality of their Mexican convictions in the U.S. 
courts. 


But the department's legal draftsmanship 


will still have to be approved by the House and 
Senate Judiciary Committees, and some civil 


rights lawyers believe that further modification 
of the treaty itself may be required by the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee before it becomes 
law. 


One Justice Department official said the Draft 


legislation needed only to be approved by Atty. 
Gen. Griffin B. Bell before being sent to Congress, 
where it should arrive within a few days. But a 
Senate aide retorted that the department had been 
promising speedy delivery of the legislation 
"since last January." 


The legislative process, which is likely to in- 


clude extensive hearings by at least three com- 
mittees of Congress, promises to be long and com- 
plicated and seems certain to increase the anxiety 
and frustrations of the 600 or so Americans now 
languishing in Mexico's jails. 


The treaty, the first of its sort ever struck 


between the United States and Mexico, was signed 


by representatives of the two countries last 
Thanksgiving and ratified by Mexico a few days 
later. In February, President Carter, who has 
expressed concern over human rights violations 
by other countries of the kind that somp of the im- 
prisoned Americans say they have suffered at the 
hands of Mexican authorities, called for Senate 
ratification. 


But Senate aides say hearings by the Foreign 


Kelations Committee on the ratification issue 
alone probably cannot be held before June at the 
earliest. 


Last week, some of the Americans confined in 


Mexico, most of them young men and women con- 
victed of narcotics charges, announced in an open 
letter to Carter that they would begin May 10 to 
demonstrate their "frustration" over Senate inac- 
tion. 


Although the treaty calls for Americans who 


are returned to the United States to finish serving 
their sentences in federal prisons, those who have 
served more than a third of the allotted time will 
be eligible under federal guidelines for parole. 


In interviews with reporters and in letters 


sent to friends and families in the United States, 
many of the American prisoners have alleged that 
they were arrested and searched in Mexico in a 
manner that would have violated American con- 
stitutional standards, or that they were tortured 
or otherwise coerced by the Mexican police. 


The principal question, according to Joel 


Gora, the acting legal director for the American 
Civil Liberties Union, is whether "someone can be 
confined in an American prison, having gotten 
there through methods that violate the American 
Constitution."

Sometimes you have to remind Donna 


Stuver that she's a volunteer. 


Sharing her surplus of happiness and 


good feelings with others less fortunate com- 
es naturally to the Lincoln High School 
senior. 


Her exhuberance and her concern 


haven't gone unnoticed. This week she was 
named high school "volunteer of the year" by 
the Volunteer Bureau of Lincoln. 


Donna is currently a citizen advocate for 


the Capital Association for Retarded 
Citizens. Her protege is a severely retarded 
girl who has physical disabilities and nn 
speech. 


Donna first met her protege, Sandy, 


through the Respite Care Program, where 
volunteers look after retarded youngsters so 
their parents can have an evening out. After 
some contact with Sandy. Donna decided "it 
would be really neat to be an advocate for 
her." 


Although more of a commitment, the two 


hours a week Donna spends with Sandy are

fulfilling. "It's not really a volunteer job any 
more." Donna says. "It's 
more of a 


friendship." 


Without words. Sandy lets her friend 


know how she feels. She gets a lot out of 
nature. Donna says. "She communicates in 
her own way: you know what she means." 


Donna is convinced it's a relationship 


that works two ways. "We get out of it what 
we put into it." 


Volunteering is important for her well- 


being. Donna says. "It's selfish in the long 
run because you're doing it for yourself, but 
someone else is getting something from it." 


Through her volunteer work with the 


drug crisis line. Donna developed another 
friendship with a 26-year-old woman, dis- 
abled by epilepsy and without any family. 
Donna takes another two hours a week to 
provide companionship on shopping excur- 


sions or for outdoors fun, like raking leaves. 


Volunteering helped Donna realize 


"there are people who aren't happy with their 
lives." She hopes to play a small part in 
changing that. 


The daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Robert 


Stuver. 5027 Grassridge. Donna is the only 
student representative on the State Mental 
Health Advisory Council. She sees her role as 
representing younger people who are in in- 
stitutions.

another fairly new member whispers "I 
hear it takes a year and a half before you 
know what they're talking about." 


Donna doesn't believe it takes a special 


kind of person to be a citizen advocate; it just 
takes patience. But she's bothered by the fact 
that people say they don't have time to take a 
few hours out of the week to visit someone 
who's lonely or afraid. 


"There are weeks that I feel so bogged 


down." she confides. "But because a person's 
feelings are involved, you have to stick with 
it."

The Unicameral Friday gave 


shaky 25-6 first round approval 
to a bill which would increase 
the state gasoline tax by one 
cent a gallon. 


But an 
accompanying 


measure which Gov. J. James 
Exon has indicated would be 
needed if he is to approve the 
gas tax hike was scuttled by 
the senators. 


That proposal would have 


allowed the state to transfer 
roads to counties if they agree 
to accept them. They would 
then be paid a minimum of $500 
per mile per year to assist with 
maintenance costs. 


The gas tax proposal. LB139. 


would lift the current levy of 
8'2 cents per gallon to 9:z 
cents. 


Although the bill states that 


the increase would become 
operative on Aug. 1. it would 
not actually take effect until 
about September. In its 
current form, LB139 could not 
be effective until three calen- 
dar months after the 1977 ses- 
sion adjourns. 


But. first, supporters of the 


bill may need to find 30 votes to 
override a gubernatorial veto. 


The extra penny tax would 


raise more than $10 million a 
year for distribution among 
the state, cities and counties 
for road and street construc- 
tion and maintenance. 


The funding is divided 53 


1.3':. to the state and 23 1/3% 
each to the cities and the coun- 
ties. 


Supporters of the tax in- 


crease argued that rising con- 
struction and 
maintenance 


costs dictate the need for ad- 
ditional revenue. 


Those costs already have 


forced the state to stretch its 
current five-yeai construction 
program over a nine-year 
period. Sen. John Savage of 
Omaha said. 


"We have no choice." Sen. 


Ron Cope of Kearney declared. 


"The longer you let it go, the 
more it costs." 


An increase in road funds is 


"long overdue." Sen. Loran 
Schmit of Bellwood said. 


Sen. Walter George of Blair 


wondered if a one cent in- 
crease would be adequate in 
view of rising costs. 


Only about $5 million in ad- 


ditional revenue would be 
generated for the Roads 
Department, he noted, and 
that "wouldn't go very far." 


Sen. 
F r a n k Lewis of 


Bellevue said he would 
"emphatically oppose" such 
an increase without additional 
evidence of need and some 
idea of how the funding would 
be expended. 


Sen. O r v a l Keyes of 


Springfield attempted to add a 
proviso to the bill requiring 
t h a t 
state 
a n d 
local 


governments acquire vehicles 
by 1930 which would travel at 
least 30 miles per gallon of 
fuel. 


That proposal was nixed on a 


14-17 count. 


The road transfer plan was 


offered as a proposed amend- 
ment to LB236, a bill relating 
to 
c l a s s i f i c a t i o n 
of 


recreational vehicles. 


But the Legislature declined 


on a 20-15 vote to accept that 
proposal. Twenty five votes 
were needed to change LB236 
into a road transfer bill- 


Opponents of the plan said 


the proposal would allow the 
state to coerce counties into 
accepting unpaved roads now 
on the state system even 
though they might not want to 
assume responsibility for 
them. 


Supporters of the plan said 


the requirement for mutual 
agreement between the state 
and the county would prevent 
any such abuses. 


the Legislature 
adjourned 


for the week with a motion 
pending to kill LB236.

Q — How do you intend to vote on 


the proposed $7 million bond issue for 
the Civic Center? What do you tell 
people who ask for your advice? 


Dorothy Walker: 
Yes. Consider the historical preser- 


vation aspect, the lower cost of 
needed office space, the potential for 
stimulating local business by attrac- 
ting people outside of Lincoln to 
cultural events. 


T. R. Allan: 
I am going to vote yes for the prime 


consideration of adding new city 
government office space the city 
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desperately needs. If we delay, we'll 
pay much more in the long run. 


Sue Bailey: 
To me it's an issue of stewardship 


and conservation. Our grandparents 
spent hard-earned dollars for those 
two buildings. It would be an insult to 
them to not use creatively this part of 
our past (vote yes). 


Joe R. Hampton: 
It is a desirable addition to the com- 


munity. However, I will vote no. as I 
believe we have some other higher 
priorities. 1 am happy the people will 
have the opportunity to vote. 


John Robinson: 
Yes. 1 intend to vote in favor of the 


center. I feel Lincoln is in need of 
multi-cultural education. 


Leo Scherer: 
I am telling people to seriously con- 


sider needs and total costs which the 
city' finance department tells me 
could be $12 million when the bonds 
eventually are retired. I have not yet 
decided how to vote. 


Tough coal strip mining bill passes House

overwhelmingly voted to pass tough legislation to I 
control coal strip mining and to reclaim the 
moonscape of abandoned minelands across the. 
country. 
Toe vote to send the bill to the Senate was 241 to 


64Before passage, the House defeated by a shouted 
voice vote a move to esempt some strip mines from 
several stringent standards for restoring the land 
after gouging out coal scams beneath the surface. 


By an earlier vote of 28 to 8S, the Howe defeated 


a Republican effort to send the entire package to 
the House's new ad hoc energy committee for 
farther consideraUon That move was attacked as a 
delaying tactic. 


By a vote of 170 to 1* the House approved a ban 


on strip mininf in environmentally fragile western 
valleys. Adoption of this adimniiftntion-fcacked 
atrnneodment made a tough bin even tougher. 


A Senate committee is nearing compirtM on a 


similar bin. 


Hie Howe Mil is similar to measures that were 


twice vetoed by former President Gerald R. Fcrd. 
President Carter has said be will sign the legisla- 
tion, claiming his goal of increasing U.S coal 
production by two-thirds by IMS must be achieved 
without damaging the environment. 


The president of the National Coal Association. 


Carl E. Bagge, called toe House action "incom- 
prehensible- 


"The House bill is a 183-page catalogue of ways to 


hamper coal output." Bagge said 


Proposed by Rep. Max Baucus, D-Mont., the 


valley amendment would prohibit any form of strip 
mining on so-called Western alluvial valley floors. 


These are valleys that contain running streams 


only part of the year, but which have underground 
water supplies close enough to the surface to sup- 
port vegetation and fanning operations. 


Baucus called these valley floors "a fragile 


resource" bet opponents of the measure said the 
amendment was too stringent and could reduce coal 
production 


Rep. Morris K. Udall, D-Ariz, the chief sponsor 


of the legislation, said be felt the original bill 


passed by bis House Inferior Committee gave 
adequate protection to these valleys but said the 
Baucus approach was even sound*. 


Before the amendment was adopted, tne bill 


would have permitted strip mining on sach valley 
floors only on "undeveloped rangeland" and if the 
mining did not interfere with farms or ranches. 


Rep Robert E. Bauman, R-Md., leading the op- 


position to the bill, said Western valley floors con- 
tain "rich mineral deposits" and that the Baucus 
amendment "is an extreme environmental 
position." 


Baucus denied that his amendment would 


significantly affect U.S coal production, but said 
the extra protection it offered would be extremely 
meaningful for Montana and Wyoming, where 
many of these alluvial floors are located. 


The bill, which has been before Congress in one 


form or another for the past five years, would es- 
tablish environmental standards for strip mininf 
and create a fund for reclaiming abandoned mine 
excavations that scar the landscape, especially in 
Appalachia. 


Miami i AP i — An oil slick 60 miles long 


drifted several miles off the white beaches of 
the Florida Keys on Friday while Coast 
Guard cutters stood by. waiting to see if it 
would drift toward share. 


The slick was as close as two miles from 


some reefs but was barely moving, said Rear 
Adm. Robert W. Durfey, commander of the 
7th Coast Guard District. 


The Coast Guard's Atlantic and Gulf Coast 


strike teams were en route to the keys with 
special containment equipment, including 
barrier booms that could be used to contain 
the oil. The cutters Cape Knox and Diligence 
and other smaller vessels were at the scene. 


"If it reaches the beaches there's always 


the possibility of significant damage to reefs 
and shores." Durfey said, adding, " . . . we 
would have a major problem." 


However, be said the slick, which had been 


drifting toward shore, was now moving 
slightly away. 


"It's too early to tell what it's going to do. 


We have hopes that winds and seas will carry 
it out." 


The slick was spotted by a Coast Guard 


patrol plane Friday morning, drifting along 
the Gulf Stream from Key Largo in the 
northern keys to Marathon, about SO miles 
from Key West, the last island in the chain. 


Durfey said the oil was probably damped 


by a Unker passing tie keys daring tbe night. 
He said it could have fitter been a deliberate 
cleaning of the tanks or an accidental spill.

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Indicators' pace gives 
rosy view of economy

Washington (AP) — An administration 


economist said Friday a strong showing by 
leading economic indicators, led by an in- 
crease in new orders for consumer products 
and materials, was an encouraging sign for the 
future growth of the economy. 


The March index of the indicators was up 1.4 


per cent, registering the highest gain in 20 
months, according to figures released by the 
Commerce Department. 


The indicators index, consisting of 12 


separate economic statistics, is designed to 
forecast future trends for the nation's econmy. 


In another development, the Agriculture 


Department said consumer food prices are in- 
ching up faster than expected and may average 
four to six per cent higher for the year than in 
1976 The department had been predicting a 
four to five per cent hike. 


The department said moderate retail price 


increases may be in store in coming months for 
meats, dairy products, vegetable oils, 
processed fruits and vegetables and possibly 
sugar products. 


Meanwhile, the Lauor Department said con- 


tracts negotiated over the first three months of 
1977 generally resulted in smaller pay hikes 
than those bargained for during the same 
period a year ago. 


The department said increases in the first 


year of labor contracts averaged 7.6 per cent 


for agreements negotiated in the first three 
months of 1977, compared to 8.4 per cent for 
the first quarter of 1976. 


Increases over the life of the contracts were 


put at 6.5 per cent for the 1977 quarter, up from 
6.4 per cent for the first quarter of 1976. 


Courtenay Slater, chief economist for the 


Commerce Department, said that while a 
large part of the increase in economic in- 
dicators for March could be attributed to the 
economy catching up after a slowdown caused 
by winter weather, the figures still show en- 
couraging signs of growth over the next couple 
of months. 


The latest index contained figures for 10 of 


the 12 economic areas, with six showing gains 
in March over February while four were down. 


Mrs. Slater said that figures for the first 


three months of the year show a gain from the 
previous quarter despite the effects of 
January's severe weather. 


"We are looking at a first quarter in which 


we did very well, despite weather problems, 
and a month of March that did very well in- 
deed," she said. "We think we're looking at 
reasonably good growth prospects for the 
months ahead." 


The index was put at 129.7 in March, 1.4 per 


cent higher than the revised February index of 
127.9. The base year for figuring the gains is 
1967, which is assigned the value of 100. 


Sugar subsidy predicted 


Washington (UPI t — President Carter will 


soon announce a subsidy of 1 or 2 cents a 
pounds to the domestic sugar industry, con- 
gressional sources predicted Friday, but an ad- 
ministration aide said he knew of no final deci- 
sion on the issue yet 


The subsidy reportedly would be paid 


through processors to growers in an effort to 
bolster farmer income without raising the 
market price of sugar. 


In related developments, Rep. Paul 


Fmdley. R-11I.. appealed to Carter to withhold 
a decision on the subsidy, which he said could 
cost taxpayers 5250 million a year, until 
Congress can hold hearings on the issue. 


Robert Liebenow. president of the Corn 


Refiners Association, protested that a subsidy- 
would be unfair to taxpayers and to corn 
refines who produce a low-cost syrup which 
competes with sugar.

Stripped-down tax bill 
wins 73-7 OK in Senate 


Washington (AP) - The Senate approved a 


tax cut for 47 million couples or individuals 
Friday, passing a stripped-down tax bill that 
once was the heart of President Carter's 
economic stimulus program. 


The measure, approved 73 to 7, includes a 


major simplitication of tax forms, which will 
allow virtually all Americans to fill out their 
federal income taxes without worrying about 
mathematical errors. 


Earlier Friday, the Senate approved another 


part of Carter's economic stimulus plan, a $4 
billion public works bill designed to create jobs 
by funding local construction projects such as 
schools and bridges. 


In the tax bill, the main tax cut is achieved 


by raising the standard deduction. This would 
mean an annual tax reduction averaging $121 
for 47 million tax returns. 


Ninety-two per cent of the benefits would go 


to families or individuals with income under 


120,000 . However, none of the benefits would 
go to persons who itemize deductions. 


Withholding rates would be cut June 1 to 


reflect the increases in the standard deduction. 


Senate passage would send the bill to a con- 


ference committee to work out differences 
between the versions passed by the House and 
Senate. 
Present law allows an individual who does 


not itemize deductions to reduce his taxable in- 
come by 16 per cent, but not less than $1,700 
and not more than $2,400. For a couple filing a 
joint return, the standard deduction ranges 
from $2,100 to $2,800. 


The Senate bill would allow a flat $2,200 stan- 


dard deduction for single persons and $3,200 for 
couples and heads of household, who generally 
are widowed or divorced women with minor 
children. 
The House has voted for a $2,200 standard 


deduction for single persons and $3,000 for 
couples. 


New budget blueprint designed 
to bring Demos back together 


Washington (AP) — A new budget blueprint 


designed to bring together Democrats divided 
over defense spending and avoid a tie-up of fun- 
ding legislation was approved Friday by the 
House Budget Committee. 


The committee, which initially had 


recommended trimming President Carter's 
proposed defense spending in the fiscal year 
beginning Oct. 1 by $2.3 billion, agreed on 
restoring $300 million. 


When the committee's first version of a 


budgtt resolution came before the House 
Wednesday, it was amended to restore the full 
$2.3 billion. This led to a massive desertion by 
Democratic liberals who complained the 
measure was already weighted toward 


business and the military. Their votes, along 
with those of conservatives objecting to 
deficits, buried the resolution, 320 to 84. 


The House is to take up the new resolution 


next Thursday. Unless House and Senate agree 
and finally adopt a plan by May 15, under the 
law fiscal legislation cannot be handled. 


The new blueprint calls for spending $464.3 


billion against revenues of $398.1 billion, for a 
deficit of $66.2 billion. The projected deficit is 
nearly $2 billion above President Carter's es- 
timate, but $2.4 billion less than the deficit that 
would have been projected if the amended first 
resolution had been adopted. 


Benzene exposure cut 


Washington (AP) — The federal government Friday 


ordered sharp limits on worker exposure to benzene in some 
1.200 factories after a new study linked the common industrial 
chemical with leukemia, a blood cancer. 


The Labor Department's Occupational Safety and Health 


Administration said the emergency order will affect about 
150,000 workers, largely in the chemical, printing, rubber, 
paint and petroleum industries. 


The emergency order was only the sixth such rule issued by 


OSHA in its six-year history. 


Benzene is a clear, flammable liquid, derived from oil, 


which is used as a solvent in the rubber industry. It is also 
used in the production of other chemicals and detergents, and 
as a component of motor fuels. 


Labor Secretary Ray Marshall told a news conference the 


emergency benzene order "signals a new day for an agency 
which in the past has been criticized for acting too slowly 
when lives were at stake." 


Marshall said OSHA will focus its attention on major 


problems like benzene rather than on finding faulty light 
sockets. "We are going to catch whales rather than min- 
nows," he vowed. 


The temporary order, which will take effect May 21, 


reduces permissible worker exposure to one part of !«nzene 
per million parts of air averaged over an eight hour day. The 
current standard is 10 parts of benzene per million parts of air. 


The order also reduces to five parts per million from 25 


parts per million the highest permissible level of benzene 
allowed in the air of a workplace for any single 15 minute 
period during an eight-hour day.

The measure relating to the univer- 


sity's rcilings, LB543, explains the 
legislative intent of LB5H3. which ap- 
propriates funds to higher education. 


The legislative intent bill says the un- 


iversity's Lincoln and Medical Center 
campuses could exceed their proposed 
cash ceilings in LB533 by up to $500,000. 
The expenditure would be allowed only 


lor overhead costs and only if excess 
lunds were available. UNO would be able 
to exceed its proposed cash ceiling by 
$21)0.00(1, providing the 
funds were 


available lor overhead costs. 


In addition, the intent bill says federal 


capitation funds for pharmacy, if they 
become available and exceed $75.999, 
would be used to offset the university's 
general fund appropriation. 


Also introduced Friday was LB544, a 


bill to create a Nebraska Coordinating 
Commission for Postsecondary Educa- 
tion cash fund. The bill provides for 
supplying the fund with money ap- 
propriated by the Legislative Council for 


the purpose of contracting with the 
Nebraska Coordinating Commission for 
Postsecondary Education. 


The fund would be used for such things 


as developing a plan for a postsecondary 
education uniform data system and 
studying student attrition. 


The third measure introduced Friday, 


LB545, provides for increasing the 
amount the state contributes to health in- 
surance plans. Under the bill, the 
monthly state input would increase from 
$1.159 to $15.20 for single coverage; from 
$35.19 to $39.31 for two and four party 
coverage; and from $52.08 to $56.25 for 
family coverage. 


Unicam intent on education harmony

The Legislature intends to bring the 


state's institutions of higher education 
together, according to Education Com- 
mittee Chairman Frank Lewis of 
Bellevue. and reluctant schools had 
better get used to the idea. 


"We intend to move forward in some 


very specific ways with or without the in- 
stitutions' cooperation," Lewis told the 
Nebraska Coordinating Commission for 
Postsecondary Education.

Lewis criticized lobbying groups, in-

He suggested that some competing 


schools have gone into adult and con- 
tinuing education to obtain funds, not 
because of real needs, 


"Seeing how many dollars you can 


generate is probably the No. 1 priority of 
education," said Lewis, who was a 
teacher at North Platte and Bellevue 
before election to the Unicameral. 


The primary goal of two-year colleges, 


he said, was to be in job training, and 
academic courses were not part of the 
intent when the Legislature created the 
svsteni. 


Exon praises Unicam for following 
Appropriations Committee's lead

Gov. J. James Exon said Friday that if

He said April revenue receipts had 


exceeded expectations. "The Revenue Depart- 
ment iiad estimated April at about $53 million, 
und it appears that when the final figures are in 
during the first week of next month, we will 
exceed that amount by S6 million or more." 


Exon was quick to add that the state still 


faces a revenue shortfall since the higher-than- 
expected revenues serve only to offset some of 
the $11 million March shortfall. 


At the first of April the state was short $28 


million in projected revenues and that would 
be reduced to some $22 million with the April 
revenues. 


Exon emphasized that the shortfall in- 


volved only projected revenues and not cash 
How tor the current fiscal year. 


The state has been meeting its obligations 


on time and without shifting money from 
various funds, he said. 


"It has been nip and tuck, but the money 


has been there," Exon said. 


Despite that. Exon said that while no final 


determination has been made, "it would 
appear that our original $513 million projection 
of revenues for the next fiscal year will remain 
the official amount of anticipated receipts; 
although it could be slightly lower, it should not 
be significantly lower." 


It is the projected revenues for the next 


fiscal year on which the current legislature 
bases the appropriations now being made. Of 
the $513 million, Exon has said that $470.5 
million can be appropriated, with the 
remainder going to existing obligations. 


"We must have extreme caution in spen- 


ding, but overall I am pleased with the actions 
of the Appropriations Committee. 


"It appears at this time if the Legislature 


'goes along with the recommendations of the 
governor, that have been accepted by the com- 
mittee, they will not force a raise in sales and 
income taxes." Exon said.

State regulations provide that feeding and breeding 


swine brought to a farm from another state must be quaran- 
tined in isolation from other swine for at least 30 days.

if the 'bickering* stops 


* ; The phoniest issue being raised in 
the Lincoln City Council election cam- 
paign is that of "bickering" among coun- 
cil' members and between the council 
and the mayor. 
^ ' -The "bickering" has allegedly im- 
peded government in the effort to solve 
the city's problems. In reality, that 
claim is a bunch of nonsense. • 


Lincoln is a community in which, 


fortunately, class and economic distinc- 
tions are somewhat blurred. In many 
respects it is a fairly homogeneous com- 
munity. On the other hand, the city does 
not:rest on a monolithic economic or 
social base. There are competing in- 
terests, values and opinions. Differences 
are inevitable. 


The natural state of government and 


political affairs is for disagreement to 
surface and for competing philosophies 
fo clash in an open forum. Less often do 
we find — and then usually in totalitarian 
societies — a government in which all 
the components agree to work their will 
on the populace without debate or 
resistance. Some societies know how to- 
get rid of bickering, but ours is not one of 
them, happily. 


"Bickering" thus is a code word for 


disagreement, which is an entirely 
natural political phenomenon. 


What has Lincoln wanted that 


"bickering" has withheld? 


What services are we denied because 


local government has followed the nor- 
mal democratic course? 


Even the most politically un- 


sophisticated people can understand 
that the election of one or another coun- 
cil member will not stop the "bickering" 
and that stopping the "bickering" would 
be unwanted tampering with the 
democratic process. 


The issue has been misstated. 
The real issue, if we can probe 


through the smokescreen, is in electing 
one faction or another of councilmen who 
can win the bickering. That's what it is 
all about. 


People who would believe that the 


bickering will stop also probably would 
believe that politicians never have con- 
flicts of interest. 


But phony issues are part of politics. 


This one reminds us of two years ago, 
when some of the people talking about 
'"bickering" brought folks 
from 


Madison, Wisconsin and Boulder. 
Colorado here to tell Lincolnites how to 
run their city. 


That kind of politics didn't work 


then, and it would be a pity if it worked 
now. 


Comparisons are risky 


The temptation to compare Jimmy 


Carter with Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
Carter's hero, should be stoutly resisted, 
especially if the comparison centers on 
the accomplishments of each during the 
magical 100 days after inauguration. 


A generation separates the two and 


the challenges and world conditions have 
changed. It is sufficient to say that 
Carter probably would have closed the 
basks in 1933 and that FDR. were he 
alive today, would have tilted that 
massive head back and urged Americans 
to declare "wah" on energy waste. 


For a variety of reasons, expertly 


detailed by Hedrick Smith in another 
column on this page today, Carter has 
rfpt taken firm command in the 
legislative arena. 


His at the outset was a political 


problem FDR didn't face. Carter's' 
problem since the day he was elected by 


a very narrow margin was to get the 
public to know him and to like him and to 
trust him. 


That is what he has concentrated on 


since November, and especially since 
January 20, while trying to handle the 
substantive chores associated with his 
job. 


In the first 100 days, he has done a 


pretty good job of both; in fact, his 
political effort has been little short of 
spectacular. He has managed to alienate 
almost every important political institu- 
tion while not only retaining but building 
upon the good will of the people. 


And at the risk of losing political 


popularity in the future, he has tackled 
the energy problem now. 


That's not all he's done while in of- 


fice these last three-plus months, but it 
reflects a beginning that should compare 
favorably by any standard if com- 
parisons are important.

Washington — The most striking ac- 


complishment of the first 100 days of Jimmy 
Carter's presidency has been for this soft- 
spoken, little known, one-term governor of 
Georgia to successfully establish himself 
with, the American people as their national 
leader. 


But if his informal, unconventional 


presidential style and his low-key television 
image have won him wide rapport among the 
public, his most significant failure so far has 
been his inability to forge an easy and effec- 
tive working relationship with a Congress 
heavily dominated by his own party. 


Carter has gotten some pieces of legisla- 


tion through Congress. Yet. not only has he 
fallen well short of the legislative blitz 
achieved by Franklin D. Roosevelt during the 
first 100 days of the New Deal, but he has also 
been unable to live up to his own campaign 
commitments to "to work together, for a 
change" and to remove the obstacles 
between Congress and the White House that 
deadlocked 
government during the 


Republican administration. 


In part this is because of the challenges 


that he has thrown at Capitol Hill in what has 
seemed an effort to demonstrate that he is in 
charge. In part, it is because this city of 
politicians and bureaucrats is still trying to 
puzzle him out. 


For paradoxically, although Carter has 


won respect as an aggressively activist new 
president, he has not yet projected a clear vi- 
sion of the American future. He has pushed 
out policy initiatives on domestic issues from 
energy to food stamps, reached out for new 
relations with Cuba and Vietnam, pushed 
beyond arms control toward arms reduction 
with-Moscow, and put pressure on American 
allies to join his radical new campaign to 
curb nuclear proliferation. 


But he has seemed more like a problem- 


solving engineer intent on making both 
government and society work better rather 
than a social reformer articulating a 
philosophy of social justice or corning down 
hard early in his term on a cluster of 
programs that -would give his administration 
a clear-cut political definition. 


As president. Carter has disappointed the 


liberal-labor coalition of the Democratic Par- 
tv bv the conservatism of his economic 
policies — his modes! boost for the minimum 
wage, the cutback of his stimulus package U> 
less than what President Ford had 
recommenced, his abiding concern with in- 
flation and a balance budget 


He has baffled some of thus? who took 


literally his campaign promise? to reduce 
government intervention and to simplify the 
tdx system by pulling forward an energy 
program that increases intervention and adds 
new complications He has mystified others 
bv switching so quickly from doomsday 
predictions of an energy shortage that wouid 
require the moral equivalent of war to 
promise W hour? later that his energv 
propolis would actually fed to a better h!< 
Outside economist.' arc puzzled how he ran 
insist that an energy conservation prop-am 
that is based on raising fuel prices will nr-t 
have an inflationary impact 


Fen an organizational-managerial pr*w-

The 100-day lap 


untidy at times — appointments made late. 
scores of personnel files lost, energy legisla- 
tion going to Capitol Hill a week after his own 
public appeals generated momentum for his 
program, the White House staff growing 
rather than shrinking as he had promised. 


But he has won respect for his 


willingness to take a bold, fresh look at im- 
pacted problems and he has confounded those 
who predicted he would be a stubborn, un- 
yielding, single-minded man of principle, by 
being willing to compromise or beat a 
political retreat when realism dictated it. 


Moreover, his ideological ambivalence 


seems to suit the public mood. For in the 
White House. Carter has found an uncanny 
knack of tapping popular good will and 
making the presidency seem more accessible 
to the public than even to some of his own of- 
ficials. Theoretically, he has re-established 
cabinet government, but he has so dominated 
the Washington scene that no one rivals him 
for attention and the public seems to accept 
his leadership. 


Assiduously, relentlessly, shrewdly he 


courted a wider constituency with populist 
gestures and symbolic trimming of the White 
House frills. Now. he has the kind of 3-1 ap- 
proval rating in the opinion polls that 
Kennedy and Lyndon B. Johnson enjoyed at 
this early stage of their presidencies. 


The challenge for Carter is to cash in this 


obvious political capital with Congress. 
whose leaders so effusively embraced him 
in Georgia last fall after his election victory. 


But surprisingly quickly, the relationship 


soured. Capitol Hill got the impression that 
the President did not hold the legislative body 
in high regard. Members felt spurned by his 
aides and were bruised when, without con- 
sultation, he suddenly anaounced plans to 
cancel 19 and then 30 of the pet water projects 
of senior senators and representatives. That 
issue became a battle of protocol and 
prerogatives and has affected other White 
House dealings with Congress. 


The measure of Carter's difficulties was 


his failure to obtain passage for the $50 tax 
rebate proposal that he repeatedly described 
af an essential and integral element of his 
economic stimulus package. Ultimately. 
claiming it was no longer needed, he 
retreated rather than risk defeat. But he 
could have obtained its passage if he and his 
(ieorgia irregulars had mounted a more 
effective < ampaign with Congress. 


Actually, he may have gained some 


political credit lor having the tactical 
wisdom to withdraw. But in some quarters 
bis credibility was hurt and legislators are 
even now picking over his energy package to 


1 md the weak spot on which he will withdraw. 
Sen Edmund S. Muskie of Maine, the Budget 
i 'immiUee chairman, has called his action 
on the rebate "a crisis of competence." 


Actually. Carter has begun to change his 


stvle cinci privately to mend some fences on 


( dpii'.i Hill He has demonstrated a sense of 
momentum with his early proposals and 
t;i»rt arc coming though at a slower pace 
ihrfn the Barter entourage once thought, and 
even in his r-'-rnpromises. he has achieved 
-ome sur-r-ew; 


But 
fie f,^ ye! to prove that he is a 


i'-i'islative leader as well as a national leader. 


Washington — Jimmy Carter is going 


to Europe next week for the first time 
as president and he is preparing the 
way carefully in recognition of the fact 
that Kurope usually tpkes a highly 
skeptical view of new American 
presidents. 


Accordingly, he has given a personal 


interview to the correspondents of The 
Times of London, Le Monde of Paris, 
Die Welt of West Germany and La 
Starnpa of Italy. On Monday next, he 
will be interviewed at the White House 
by .David Dimbleby of the BBC and 
reporters from the other 
major 


W e s t e r n 
European .television 


organizations, and this will be shown on 
the Eurovision network the night 
before he arrives in London for the 
economic summit meeting at No. 10 
Downing Street. 


Jody Powell, the White House press 


secretary, arranges these things, and 
he's very good at them. If anybody 
criticizes his skipper, he is excessively 
protective and defensive, but when it 
comes to putting his man on television 
lor the energy program or the 
forthcoming visit to Europe, he lines up 
the networks, and the President 
cooperates. 


There was a bit of a controversy 


within the administration about how 
the President should approach his first 
official mission abroad. Some of his 
aides thought that modesty was the 
best policy, and that he should slip in 
quietly and take his place with the 


European and Japanese leaders 
without dominating the conference 
before it began, but the propaganda 
view prevailed. 


Even so, the timing of his visit to 


Europe is good. His widely publicized 
energy program has had a better press 
in Western Europe than in the United 
States. In international terms, it has 
been noted that America is the biggest 
gas-guzzler in the world — taking over 
50'i of the supply for the industrial 
nations — and that therefore Carter's 
effort to reduce consumption, even if it 
doesn't get all the way through 
Congress, will leave more energy for 
the Western Europe, Japan and 
developing nations. 


Moreover, he is taking a philosophy 


to the summit. Just as he is saying that 
the American people must change their 
ways, he is saying that the free nations ' 
of Europe, along with Japan, must also 
change their ways, and find common 
policies to deal with their common 
problems. Can they work together for a 
new order between the industrial and 
developing nations in the world? This is 
what Jimmy Carter will be asking. 


It will be interesting to see how the 


leaders of Western Europe and Japan 
react to him personally and to his 
idealistic yearnings. By the end of the 
year, he is going to have to deal with 
the Soviets about arms control and 
human rights. He will probably have to 
go to Geneva to try to find some com- 
promise between the Arabs and the 


iMfon 


Israelis. He is confronted with power- 
ful forces for larger military budgets 
and more protectionist trade policies at 
home, and he will be trying to find out 
in his first summit meeting in London 
whether there is any possibility of fin- 
ding some compromise. 


This London summit conference next 


week is not like Roosevelt's London 
economic conference in the early 1930's 
— which was a disaster — but more 
like the early days of the Marshall Plan 
or European reconstruction program 
after the last world war, when 
Washington suggested radical new 
programs. Europe hesitated, but final- 
ly agreed to take Washington seriously. 


As I understand it, Jimmy Carter is 


going to Europe to talk things over 
before he goes into the Soviet and Mid- 
dle East problem0;, just to find out 
whether there is something left that is 
important, and try to get the industrial 
powers together. 


There is obviously a feeling here that 


the democratic governments of the 
world are in trouble, that the dicey 
coalition governments of Western 
Europe don't know where they're going 
to be a year or two from now, and that 
the same is true of Japan. Also, that all 
these governments are vaguely con- 
fused by Carter and his new ad- 
ministration in Washington. 


Maybe this is why Jody Powell per- 


suaded the President to be interviewed 
by the major papers of Western Europe 
and the European television network. 
Carter, first of all, wants people to pay 
attention to him when he gets to Lon- 
don; but more important, he thinks he 
has something to say, and something he 
wants to find out. 


He really believes in what has been 


called the trilateral system of 
America, Europe and Japan, and the 
London conference will be his first 
overseas test of this belief. After that, 
he will have to deal with the Middle 
East tangle and the struggle with the 
Soviets over the control of strategic 
arms, but he is going to London to test 
whether he is taken seriously, and 
whether the other free countries will 
find ways to get together. 


Jimmy Carter is probably as con- 


fused about Europe as they are about 
him. "The worst kind of diplomatists 
are missionaries," 
Harold Nicolson 


observed, 
"the 
best kind are 


reasonable and human skeptics. Thus it 
is not religion which has been the main 
formative influence in diplomatic 
theory; it is common sense." 


Europe is obviously worried about 


Carter, because it thinks he is a mis- 
sionary, and will probably resent his 
propagandistic entrance into London, 
but he is going there with a clear inten- 
tion of trying to find out what Europe 
has to say for itself.

Liberalism floundering in GOP ranks 


Washington — The Republican 


answer to the Carter energy program is 
as predictable as the flowers that 
bloom in the spring and just about as 
long-lasting. It has that old familiar 
ring: Leave it to the free market and 
the price system. 


There is no evidence that the 


Republican Party has learned anything 
from the debacle of last November. 
The closeness of the presidential elec- 
tion was no measure of the carnage in 
state capitols and the Congress. Today 
only five state legislatures have 
Republican majorities. 


This means that where redistricting 


is to take place, the GOP can be 
redistricted 
practically out of 


existence. It is a sorry state for a once 
great party that held political 
supremacy through the decades of 
America's rising power and prosperity. 


Moderate to liberal Republicans are 


in despair asThey see the conservatives 
taking over in Washington. Such 
moderates as Senators Charles Percy 
of Illinois and Charles Me. Mathias of 
.Maryland may find fault with details of 
the energy program, but they are not 
prepared to shoot it down. Rumors 
have persisted that Mathias will switch 
from Republican to Democrat. 


He was called on some time ago by- 


Maryland labor leaders asking him to 
change his party affiliation. Since most 
of your views are more nearly those of 
the Democratic rather than the 
Republican Party, they argued, we 
believe you would be assured of- re- 
election as a Democrat. Mathias is up 
in 1980. Inquiries about changing par- 
ties meet a Mathias pleasantry, but no 
firm response. 


In California recently I talked with 


Republicans convinced that Ronald 
Reagan will have another go at the 
presidency in 1980. This may be merely 
a form of self-hypnosis, since these are 
the same Reaganites who steadfastly 
believe that if their man had been at 
the head of the ticket instead of Gerald 
Ford, he would have won. 


Another Reagan run cannot be ruled 


out. If he were nominated and elected. 


"WHAT WE WANT IS A BRCAPER BASE" 


he would be 69 years old on the day of 
his inauguration. Only once before have 
the voters picked a man of such ad- 
vanced years. That was Gen. William 
Henry Harrison who died of penumonia 
one month after his inauguration in 
1841 at the age of 68. 


Reagan has the same big money 


backers who have been behind him 
during his two terms as governor of 
California and in his run for the 
presidency against an incumbent 


Republican. Money is. however, hardly 
one of Reagan's problems since his in- 
come from his column, syndicated 
radio programs and his frequent lec- 
tures is well over the half-million 
mark. The conservatives in the party 
who back him seem to have no alter- 
native. 


Neither can Gerald Ford be ruled 


out. He has begun a drum fire of attack 
on Carter without waiting for the grace 
period that most new presidents are 


Morquis Child* 


granted by their predecessors. With the 
backing of fat contracts from television 
and publishing, he is making noises like 
a candidate. The margin of his loss was 
so narrow last year that the prospect 
must be tempting and particularly if 
Carter should fall on his face. Ford will 
be 64 years old in July. 


As should be apparent to anyone with 


the real interests of the party at heart, 
another Reagan-Ford contest could 
only deepen the split, leaving two 
hostile bands to fight it out for an emp- 
ty honor. It was Ford's misfortune that 
he should have had Reagan as a 
challenger. He was censtantly moving 
to the right as he glanced nervously 
over his shoulder at the clamor of the 
Reaganites. 


One consequence was that he 


sacrificed Nelson Rockefeller to the 
conservatives crying for blood and 
even went so far as to sacrifice the 
Kissinger foreign policy in a policy- 
plank that beat a shameful retreat 
from all Kissinger had tried to do. 


Moderates in the Senate and men in 


the House, like John B. Anderson of 
Illinois, are doing their best to hold a 
reasonable line. Mathias, Percy and 10 
others, including Jacob Javits of New 
York, joined together several times in 
the campaign last year to try to per- 
suade Ford that an important faction in 
the party did not go along with the con- 
servative cause and therefore deserved 
some consideration. Their efforts were 
in vain. 


I must admit to a rather strong per- 


sonal feeling in this matter. Both my 
father and my grandfather in my native 
Iowa were devout Republicans who 
believed that anyone outside that happy 
fraternity was an outcast. My father, a 
delegate to Republican conventions for 
30 years, wavered only at the selection 
of Warren Gamaliel Harding in 1920. It 
has been all downhill since that fatal 
error.

The rural gals assert their needs fulfilled

A recent article in The Star has 


been brought to my attention. Ap- 
parently the Federal Advisory' Council 
on Women's Educational Programs 
was not too well informed on the sub- 
ject of rural women's needs. The com- 
mission's criticism that the few 
educational programs run by the 
Agricultural Department for women 
are limited to cooking, sewing and 
buying clothes is simply not true. 


I am a rural woman. Since my 


marriage. I have been enrolled in an 
extension club and profited much from 
available educational programs. 
Perhaps the development of communi- 
ty leadership is one of the most rewar- 
ding. 


Rural women — in fact, any woman 


or rather, anyone (there is no dis- 
crimination i — have access to a wealth 
of 
educational programs. These 


programs extend the classrooms and 
research laboratories of the university 
to our homes farms and communities. 


In the area of health, the selection is 


varied from proper nutrition to cancer 
detection, the prevention or awareness 
of heart trouble, diabetes, kidney dis- 
orders, mental health and social 
problems These programs are carried 
out through films. lectures, workshops 
and actual clinics with the women 
helping to plan and assist in presenting 
these educational opportunities. 


Safety programs are very popular. 


Omeiiship is another area where we 
have developed an awareness of good 
citizenship through studies. Family life 
is being threatened. 


Cultural arts are also a part of our 


extended education Rural women are 
not only developing an appreciation of 
the arts hut they are participating in 
rfft classes, reviving many of the 
crafts, reading more, attending con- 
cert- and visiting museums to enrich 
their lives 


We are involved internationally 


through our affiliation with the 
Associated Country Women of the 


World. This gives us an opportunity to 
extend our knowledge to women all 
over the world. Through our volunteer 
contributions, we can assist families in 
the developing nations to raise their 
standard of living. 


Originally extension programs were 


designed for rural women and many 
are involved. However, the extension 
programs are for everyone now. They 
originate in Washington. D.C.. follow 
through on the state level, on down to 
the county and then extend to volunteer 
leaders who share programs with their 
club members and other friends here 
and around the world. 


Does this sound as if the needs of 


rural women are ignored?

I'm speaking about 
Nebraska, since I am state president of 
the Nebraska Council of Home Exten- 
sion Clubs. I have information to prove 
that rural women do receive training 
and information other than for sewing, 
cooking and buying clothes. 


There are lessons in printed form on 


subjects such as "Death and Dying," 
'Estate Planning." "Scholarships," 
Teaching." 
'Child Development," 


Family Planning" and many more 


There are steps taken in nearly ail 
areas by the Extension Service to 
provide scholarship 
money for 


furthering the education of women. The 
status of women in Nebraska is 
perhaps a little more upgraded than 
some over-crowded 
poverty-ridden 


urban areas But sex discrimination is 
hardly an issue in Extensicm-Servjce- 
related jobs 


As for training women to be 


paramedics where there is a scarcity of 
doctors — I agree this would be a fine 
effort, but the statement that "it is 
easier to get health care for brood sows- 
than expectant mothers" is a misstate- 
ment. at least in Nebraska. Mothers in 
Nebraska are generally not "ignorant 
of methods of child care." Extension 
pamphlets and bulletins are numerous 
and available on child care, nutrition. 
clothing, diseases, education, baby- 
sitting. These same pamphlets and 
bulletins are free and are used in 
demonstration lessons to educate 
women in or out of Extension Clubs. 
The stipulation that material paid for 
by tax dollars cannot be restricted to 
any race, creed or color is rigidly en- 
forced. In Nebraska the program, 
"Expanded Nutrition." reaches the 
poorest, unfortunate and deprived 
families. During the recent two or 
more years, the Extension Service has 
conducted diabetic detention clinics. 
high blood pressure clinics and 
arthritis seminars which have been 
free and open to the public. 


It is true that information provided 


by the Agricultural Department does 
include sewing, cooking and household 
chores. But these are only a drop in the 
bucket as compared to Itoe vast amount 
of subject matter covered, and li is all 
free to even-one. 


in Nebraska the vocational and 


educational opportunities open to girls 
and women are increased every year 
by offers of scholarships to women to 
continue their education in nursing, 
dental assistants, licensed practical 
nursing, nurse aides and more in the 
medical field. These scholarships are 
paid for by funds made available by 
Extension Cooperative Service related 
groups.

It was 
through 4-H (the youth program of the 
Cooperative Extension Service i that I 
learned about career opportunities 
when I was >n high school. Yes, I grew 
up on a farm, graduated from the un- 
iversity and enjoyed a career as a 
professional home economist before 
becoming a full-time wife, mother and 
farm business partner.

Aurora city officials Friday received 


assurances that the Nebraska Roads 
Department will study the feasibility of 
building a railroad underpass or overpass 
lor that community. 


Aurora Mayor Hans Jensen told state 


highway commissioners meeting Friday 
that the train traffic problem - as many 
as 40 Burlington-Northern trains a day - 
is hindering his city's development. 


"The problem just won't go away," he 


said. 


Jensen said the train traffic "could easi- 


ly go to 50 or 55 a day," in the near future. 


The feasibility of an underpass or over- 


pass for U.S. Highway 14 could be studied 
this year, according to Deputy State 
Engineer Charles Nutter. 


Train traffic is also a problem in 


Schuyler, the commission was told. 


Mayor Russel Salak asked that con- 


struction of an overpass for Highway 15 be 
hurried. Commissioners told him the 
project is proceeding on schedule and they 
are awaiting approval of the final en- 
vironmental impact statement. 


Tom Clare, a businessman from Lin- 


coln, told the commission that permits for 
roadside signs are not being issued un- 
iformly. 


He also said property owners should be 


allowed "a free hand," in renting their 
land lor roadside signs. 


State Engineer Thomas Doyle told Clare 


"1 don't burn with a blue flame in support 
of sign removal. 


"I do appreciate

opinion," Doyle said. "But the majority 
think the regulations are fair."

Peterson, of Lincoln said the 
decision to sue does not rule 
out an out-of-court settlement. 
However, he said, Nebraska 
Public Power must take some 
a c t i o n 
to protect 
its 


ratepayers. 


At Omaha. Rosemary 


Skrupa. OPPD board chair- 
man, said she does not expect 
the NPPIJ action Friday to 
result in a "knock down, drag 
out light" between the state's 
two largest power districts. 


The suit "probably will 


never get to a courtroom," she 
said. "1 just don't see us en- 
ding up in a quarrel. We will 
probably end up good friends, 


and 
grateful to us for saving them 
money." 


Mrs. Skrupa referred to the 


Omaha agency board's deci- 
sion earlier this year to pull 
uul of the partnership with 
NPPD in construction of the 
$1.2 billion nuclear plant. The 
OPPD board cited escalating 
costs and reduced demand for 
electricity in the Omaha area. 


The OPPD 
management 


originally said the district 
could suffer a $42 million loss 
because of the pull out but Mrs. 
Skrupa said, "We really 
haven't defined what our 
losses are. 


Power plant bond sale OKd 


Omaha (AP) — The Omaha Public Power 


District board of directors Friday approved 
the sale and authorized a purchase contract of 
S170 million in electric system revenue bonds. 


The interest rate is 6'V'c. 
Directors said the bond money will be used 


for construction of the Nebraska City station 
and for a continuing program of general 
system improvements. 


M r s . Rosemary Skrupa, board president, 


said the nation's two leading financial rating 
agencies, Standard & Poor's and Moody's 
Investors Service, have retained the district's 
AA credit rating. 
Filley barn heritage honored 


The Nebraska State. Historical Society Friday said the 


Elijah Filiey stone barn near Filley in Gage County has been 
placed on the National Register of Historic Places. 


Marvin Kivett, state historic preservation officer, said the 


barn, built of limestone in 1874, is one of the "most 
magnificent" barns in the state. It also is the largest 
limestone structure presently known, he said. 


The bond issue will raise the district's total 


bonded indebtedness to $890 million. As of the 
end of March, OPPD's total property and plant 
value was $848 million and the customer equity 
was $253 million. 


Latest estimates placed the cost of the 


575.000-kilowatt coalfired Nebraska City plant 
at $352 million, including construction and in- 
terest costs. 


The estimates did not include the cost of 


land, substation facilities, transmission lines, 
coal inventory, debt service reserve funds or 
financing costs. 


The plant is scheduled for operation in May 


of 1979.

Union, Neb (AP) — He knows just about 


all 280 of the people in this town, and all their 
comings and goings, so when a hearse drove 
by, slowly, with its lights on, Chester 
Chappell was puzzled 


"I wonder who that could be'" he said 


He fell silent for a moment, then smiled 
through his scraggly, tobacco-stained beard 


They use to smuggle whiskey that way 


Put it in a hearse and drive it right down the 
highway 
That was during the time you 


couldn't buy legal whiskey " 


Chester Chappell is as central a figure in 


this village as the red brick firehouse — he 
remembers when it was a harness shop — or 
the Wander-In beer joint and pool hall, the 
stone steps of which provide the vantage 
point where this rumpled old man of 70 gets 
his daily view of the world 


Customers at the Wander-In greet him 


cordially, school children call out "Hi, 
Ches' ' as they hurry by, men in overalls 
wave from passing pickup trucks 


If no one chooses to chat with him,he sits 


silently without complaint When the day is 
done, when all the children have gone home, 
when the shop doors are closed and locked, 
when the last tram has been noted and its 
freight cars counted, Chester Chappell 
climbs the hill to his wmdowless hovel 


It am t the best place to live, but it will 


do me It was an old jailhouse at one time 
The town knows I'm here but there is no rent 
on it or nothing I carry my own water and I 
carry my wood and I make out all right 


In the morning he will be back on the 


stone steps, observing and reminiscing with 
anyone who will listen 


' I was born in an old rattle trap house 


near here, about 3'^ miles southeast of 
Nehawka There were eight of us What 
chased us out of that house was bees That's 
right bees They got in and we couldn t get 
em out 


' I ve worked all around I worked in the 


rock quarry and loaded trucks by hand I 
farmed I put up bundles and shocked gram 
for $3 a day Wasn't any big money in those 
days 


"I cut wood I cut off my finger in a buzz 


saw cutting wood Didn t even feel it I went 
over to Jenny Moore s bar in Nehawka and 
got a big nip and it didn't even bother me 


I worked all up in Minnesota and the 


DakoUs Just took what jobs I could get I 
hopped trains and went south to work too 
Some trdinmen would let you ride and some 
wouldn't You had to know which 


"Those were hard times but they weren t 


all bad times I kind of enjoyed just taking off 
and not saying nothing, coming back when 1 
chose 
I ve always been alone 
I never 


married 


The hearse returned, lights off, and 


sudder'.y in the middle of the street turned 
around and returned to the cemetery 


"Forgot the flowers," Chester Chappell 


said with authority "Couldn't be anything 
else That's the second time I've seen that 
happen But I still can t figure out who died " 


On the Union Pacific tracks at the foot of 


Mam Street a long freight crunched to a stop 
The old man watched When it pulled out he 
resumed his reflections 


Two from the north, two from the south 


Sometimes there are extra ones, but that s 
usually all four trams a day 


"The longest one I've seen was 126 cars 


When the old steam engines were on that line 
10 or 12 cars were all they could pull up that 
grade 


"Oh my health is fine My eyes ain't so 


good I carry this' He took out a small 
magnifying glass wrapped in waxed paper, 
displayed it, returned it to his pocket "But I 
see well enough to get around

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Facelift is a deduction 


Shirley Maly thinks "doubling up" is a better way to get to work. 


She's a 
carpool 
believer

Autos have their salesmen, highways have their 


lobbyists, bus systems have their advertising 
managers and now.., carpooling has Shirely Maly. 


For almost two months she has been on the job 


in City Hall, working on plans to polish up the tar- 
nished image carpooling has acquired among more 
lustrous concepts of transportation. 


She thinks the climate is right to, in the words 


of a bumper sticker she is passing out, "Share the 
ride with a friend. Double Up." 


~ "It's part of the whole thing of using the 


resources we have more efficiently," she observed 
during a week in which President Jimmy Carter 
was making a series of addresses on the energy 
shortage 


The city has jumped into carpooling promotion 


in a relatively big way. Ms. Maly heads a mini 
agency which includes an assistant and a secretary 
which was recently joined to the City-County Plan- 
ning Department by the City Council. 


The mini agency has an annual budget of $85,- 


400, which includes a $22,000 item for public 
relations Al! but IQ'r of the budget is federally- 
funded. 


Much of Ms. Maly's time to date has been spent 


getting the new program off the floor. One of her 
duties is writing a "work program" which lets 
other parts of government know what she is up to. 


Another task is readying computer programs 


which will be used after the carpooling promotion 
gets in gear Ms. Maly is envisioning the computer 
being used to spot people who live and work in the 
same general area. 


Her test case will be the County-City Building.

Later she will move on to the State Office Building 
and other larger private employers such as 
Kawasaki. 


People who think they might be interested in 


carpoolmg will be invited to fill out cards which will 
then be fed into the computer to identify possible 
carpools. Ms Maly said. 


The program is strictly voluntary, she stressed, 


and will consist mainly of getting people together to 
see if they want to try it. 


The whole idea is based on cooperation, she 


said. "If you can't stand to have people talk to you 
in the morning, let them know about it," she said 


She also has been developing a list of suggested 


rules to help embryonic carpools achieve the 24- 
year record for longevity which has been reached 
by four downtown employes. 


The rules include: 1. Have a clean, safe car 2 


Determine the pickup route and how long the driver 
will wait for the rider 3. Plan a backup system for 
emergencies such as a driver becoming sick during 
the day 


Ms Maly thinks that carpooling makes good 


economic sense which will become more apparent 
as gasoline prices rise. 


The yearly cost of making a 10-mile round trip 


for work, at is miles per 60c gallon, plus 14c per 
mile for depreciation, insurance, accessories, oil 
maintenance and taxes and SI 50 per day parking, is 
S830 annually, she said. 


With two riders the cost drops to $420.84. with 


three riders it's $279 72, with four S209.16. The same 
transportation by bus would cost $126. 


"I think this is a good thing," she said of car- 


pooling "It becomes a challenge to see what you 
can do to make it work. Why don't people see the 
same value vou do?"

Opening lead - king of spades. 


Let's assume you're West and 


your worthy adversaries get to 


four hearts on the bidding 
shown. You're unlikely to beat 
the contract on high cards 
alone, so you lead the king of 
spades, hoping to engineer a 
spade ruff for East. 


When dummy shows up with 


three spades, your wishes are 
gratified — since East is 
marked by the bidding with a 
singleton spade even though he 
plays the discouraging deuce on 
your king. He cannot have a 
doubleton spade. With that 
holding, he would have started a 
high-low signal to show it. 


However, you must not be 


swept away by the brilliance of 
your analysis and hastily 
continue with the ace and 
another spade. East would ruff, 
all right, but South would win 
the rest of the tricks by drawing 
trumps and discarding dum- 
my's diamond loser on one of 


his high spades. 


Instead you should lead a low 


spade at trick two, not the ace! 
Once you do this, South is 
doomed. East ruffs and returns 
a diamond, and now you have 
declarer over a barrel. You're 
bound to score both a spade and 
a diamond to put the contract 
down one. 


As a matter of fact, South will 


probably 'go down two — 200 
points—on this lively method of 
defense. After East forces oat 
the ace of diamonds at trick 
three, South is almost sure to 
try a club finesse as his only 
hope of salvaging the contract. 


He will probably play two 


rounds of trumps and finesse 
the queen of clubs, hoping to 
discard his diamond loser on the 
ace of clubs if the finesse suc- 
ceeds. This gallant effort would 
fail, and you would have a right 
to congratulate yourself for a 
good defensive play at trick 
two.

Omaha 
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Legionnaire's Disease 
may have killed 2 more 


Atlanta (UPI) — Medical scientists slowly unraveling the 


mystery of the Legionnaires' Disease that killed 29 persons in 
Philadelphia last summer said Friday laboratory evidence in- 
dicates the same ailment took the lives of two persons at a con- 
vention at the same hotel in 1974. 


Don Berreth, public information officer for the Center for 


Disease Control, said the 1974 outbreak occurred at a conven- 
tion of the International Organization of Odd Fellows at the 
Bellevue-Stratford Hotel in Philadelphia, the hotel where the 
Pennsylvania American Legion held its ill-fated convention. 


It did not come to light until late last year, he said, and was 


reported in detail at a meeting of the CDC's epidemioligical in- 
telligence service officers Thursday. 


Berreth said blood was tested from six Odd Fellows who sur- 


vived the illness and antibodies to the Legionnaires' Disease 
bacterium -• indicating a previous infection — were found in 
two. He said the Odd Fellows outbreak three years ago went un- 
recognized at the time.

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Copland concert success 
for attendance and music

When composer Aaron Copland's first 


orchestral work, "The Symphony for Organ and 
Orchestra," was performed in 1925, Copland was 
composing in a musical idiom not readily 
accepted by his audiences. 


But, 51 years later, the filled-to-overflowing 


crowd that heard the same work performed 
Friday night at First Plymouth Congregational 
Church gave the 76-year-old composer, on his 
first visit to Nebraska, a standing ovation. 


Copland conducted a concert Friday evening 


that included four of his compositions. 


The program was not only an attendance 


success, but also an artistic success for 
ensembles such as the Nebraska Wesleyan 
University Choir and the Nebraska Chamber 
Orchestra — ensembles which usually do not 
perform to audiences as large as the one Friday 
night. 


Dr. William Wyman, NWU choir director 


and the coordinator of this week's Copland 
festival, is to be congratulated for the selections 
he made for the evening's program. 


Since the Copland works presented are not 


as widely performed as some of his symphonies, 
the Lincoln audience was exposed to Copland 
compositions it probably had never heard 
before. 


The program opened with "In the Begin- 


ning," a 17-minute choral work set to the text of 
the creation story in the book of Genesis. 


In its technical complexity, the work is 


demanding, structured around the interplay 


between the chorus and a mezzo-soprano 
narrator. NWU voice student Lynn Moorer gave 
an accurate rendition of a difficult solo part. 


The Nebraska Wesleyan Choir obviously had 


worked hard for this performance. The practice 
paid off in an outstanding performance by a 
young choir.- 


The most exciting work of the evening, in 


terms of its sheer power, was "The Canticle of 
Freedom," which was first performed in 1955. 


The canticle featured a mass choir made up 


of members from Nebraska Wesleyan, Doane 
College, First Plymouth Congregational Church 
and Christ United Methodist Church. 


The piece closes with a magnificent section 


with choir and orchestra and crescendoes into a 
moving testiment to the nobility of freedom. 


The weakest of the four pieces performed at 


the concert was "As It Fell Upon a Day," a short 
chamber work composed on a text by Richard 
Barnefield, a contemporary of William 
Shakespeare. 


The evening closed with the "The Symphony 


for Organ and Orchestra." John Levick, 
minister of music and fine arts at First- 
Plymouth Congregational Church, was the 
featured organ soloist. 


Mr. Copland's next performance in Lincoln 


will be Saturday evening at the Sports Complex 
on the University of Nebraska-Lincoln campus. 
He will conduct the Lincoln Symphony 
Orchestra in "Lincoln Portrait." CBS news 
anchorman Walter Cronkite will narrate the 
work. 


Hampton spending hits top 


City Council candidate Joe 


R. Hampton has regained the 
lead in campaign financing 
with sums almost twice as 
large as Sue Bailey, who is last 
in financing. 


The figures for the second 


general election reporting 
period show Hampton has 
received $8.317 since cam- 
paigning began in the primary. 


Hampton's reports provide 


almost no clue to the sources 
of his campaign contributions. 
In contrast to other candidates 
he has not been revealing the 
names of contributors under 
SI 00, and he has reported no 
contributions more than $100. 


The reports also show that 


Hampton, who had been hoar- 
ding considerable sums in his 
campaign war chest, spent $3,- 


093 in this period alone, most of 
it to The Thompson Co., an 
advertising firm. 


By comparison, Mrs. Bailey, 


who has the lowest financing 
totals, reported total campaign 
receipts of $4,336.72, including 
a loan of $600 from herself to 
the campaign committee. 


She has spent $4,260 and has 


an unpaid printing bill of $424. 


Running second in campaign 


financing is Leo Scherer, who 
has reported a total of $7,046 in 
campaign receipts and $7,244 
in spending. 


Dorothy Walker reported 


receipts of $5,100, including 
two $500 loans this campaign 
reporting period. She has spent 
S4.861. 


John Robinson has reported 


receipts of $4.713 and spending 


of S4.329. T. R. Allan showed no 
new receipts or spending in 
this reporting period. His total, 
unchanged from last time are 
S4.959 in receipts and $4,659 in 
spending. 


Two $100 
contributions 


showed up on Scherer's report. 
One is from Don Shurtleff, 1309 
L. a real estate and investment 
executive and the other is from 
Joseph Rosenberg, a retired 
salesman. 


Scherer also received $50 


from the Lincoln Building 
Trades Council. Mrs. Bailey 
received $50 from the Lan- 
caster County Democratic 
Committee. 


The campaign finance report 


is the last due before the May 3 
genen.l election. Final reports 
are due several weeks after 
the election.

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No progress evident Friday 
in Lincoln teachers' contracts

Negotiations between the Lincoln Board of 


Education and the Lincoln Education Associa- 
tion (LEA) could be forced to the "fact-finding 
stage" if teachers don't get a raise. 


That's the suggestion of LEA President 


Hub .Nielsen after negotiations Friday after- 
noon, in the fifth, and somewhat emotional, 
session in recent weeks. 


"It's been a long year," Nielsen said. "We 


want teachers to have a raise. If we're forced 
to move to a 190-day contract. I will recom- 
mend that we go to fact-finding." 


Such a move could mean one of two things: 


taking the case to the Court of Industrial 
Relations, or calling in a neutral third party to 
act as a partial mediator. 


"I can see going below 9'; (fora salary in- 


crease ) if you (the board) want to shorten the 
contract year." he added. 


The 9'< would be the total salary-fringe 


benefits dollar increase over current figures. 
The board has offered a base salary of $9,250 
and a monthly increase of $3 in fringe benefits 
paid to teachers. The current base is $8,745. 
and the new board offer would mean an 8' r, in- 
crease. 


LEA has asked for a $9,500 base with no in- 


crease in benefits and a longevity step 
(representing a small salary increase) at the 
25th year of a teachers career in the system.,, 
The board always has declared the longevity 
step out of the question. 


The LEA proposal would be a 10.1% in- 


crease, or slightly more than $1,969,656 in ad- 
ditional cost to the school district. 


LEA Executive Director Bob Peterson 


said he is concerned that some items the board 
had agreed would be negotiable, in the begin- 
ning, 'h^ve been continually rejected." 
Among them is the length of contract and a 
paid vacation for teachers. 


Both are long-discussed items. LEA 


originally sought a five-day reduction in con- 
tract length from the current 190 days to 185, 
but offered an alternative of 188 days Friday. 
The board rejected that offer, as in the past, 
with chief negotiator Terry Workman saying, 
"You have to realize the amount of work we 
are presently trying to squeeze into 190 dyas, to 
provide quality education." 


The LEA vacation proposal was modified 


Friday to allow a teacher one day of paid vaca- 
tion for every month of full-time service 
worked, with the option of taking the time, 
with approval, after accumulating five days. 


Workman rejected that proposal, noting 


that teachers have "sufficient time off in the 
summer'' to compensate for any paid vacation. 


Peterson countered that such an arrange- 


ment is "discriminatory," considering full- 
time 12-month employes of the schools get 
vacations. 


Nielsen told the negotiators that results of 


a teacher survey, concerning work load, show 
that the average time worked by a Lincoln 
teacher is 55 hours and 25 minutes a week. In 
addition, he noted, the same teacher spends 
about seven hours working on school-related 
things at home.

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Burns to end silent springs with bang today?

Fans attending Saturday's Red-White 


game should take a moment to seek out, 
watch and enjoy Eddie Burns. 


The 1:30 p.m. kickoff at Memorial 


Stadium will mark the beginning of the 
fourth and last time around for Burns in 
the annual gridiron clash. 


Just the fact that Burns — wearing No. 


17 and quarterbacking the White team — 
will be in uniform is a testimony to his 
tenacity. 


Most players, battling the same odds, 


would have c'uucked the game long ago 
and would be sitting in the stands along 
with the more than 20,000 fans who are 
expected to show up for the 18th annual 
game marking the end of spring prac- 
tice. 


"iVe never considered myself a 


quitter," Burns, a graduate of Omaha 
Rummel, said. 


All things considered, few people 


would have considered Burns a quitter if 
he had decided to pass up his final season 
as a Husker. 


To date, the 6-2, 210-pound senior has 


spent his time battling injuries while 
relegated to running the scout team. 


That's the team with the dubious honor 


of imitating the upcoming opponent. The 
team runs the foe's plays and takes a 
pounding from the No. 1 defense. 


"I got to know Coach (Monte) Kiffin 


pretty good," Burns said with a chuckle 
while recalling his scout squad days 
working against the former Nebraska 
defensive coordinator's products. 


Burns spent three years off and on with 


the scout team. He ran it his redshirt 
year, his sophomore year and again last 
season while recovering from a broken 
thumb. 


H'oping for a crack at varsity action, 


bums played in just one game last 
season. He threw two passes against 
Kansas State, completing one for seven 
yards while the other was intercepted. 
That was it. 


"Sure there have been times when I've 


been pretty discouraged," Burns said. 
"But this is a, good program and I've got 
a scholarship. 


"And I knew if I quit I always would 


have wondered if I could have made it." 


Burns' tenacity has started to pay off. 


He'll not only be in pads Saturday, but 
he'll be fighting for the No. 1 job. After 
three silent springs and as many long 
falls, Burns is enjoying success. 


On the latest depth chart, Burns is 


listed along with Randy Garcia, Tim 
Hager, Tom Sorley and Jeff Quinn in the 
top quarterbacking spot. Coach Tom 
Osborne is having a difficult time selec- 
ting a replacement for Vince 
Ferragamo. 


"I was always confident that I could do 


the job," Burns said. "I've set through 


four years of quarterback meetings and 
have built up a lot of knowledge from 
them. 


"Granted, game experience is impor- 


tant, but I think I have the C9nfidence to 
overcome my lack of experience." 


There are still discouraging moments 


for Burns. Like last Sunday's scrimmage 
when he sprained an ankle after his first 
chance at running the first team offense. 
"It was the first sprained ankle I've ever 
had," Burns said. 


Thanks to his family, the low points 


never last too long. Burns and his wife 
have three children — Jimmy, 3; 
Michelle 2, and Joey, almost a year. 


"They (the family) have been- great 


for me," Burns said. "Instead of going 
home at night and sitting around pouting, 
thty are there to help rne take ray mind 
off things. 


"Marriage has been a blessing. It's 


been terrific." . 
The Burns family will be on hand 


Saturday to see if their dad can lead the 
White squad to its third consecutive vic- 
tory. The Whites won last year, 29-26, in 
the series which started in 1954. 


Osborne has split the squad with the 


No. 1 and 4 teams facing the No. 2 and 3 
teams.

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Huskers keep hopes alive 
it's Wohihuter,

Nebraska kept its Big Eight baseball tournament hopes 


alive Friday as the Huskers trimmed Iowa State 4-2 and 6-4 in a 
Big Eight Eastern Division doubleheader at the NU diamond. 


The NU wins, combined with Missouri's 5-1, 3-2 sweep over 


Kansas, gives the Huskers an opportunity to join the Tigers in 
the conference meet in Oklahoma City in May. 


Missouri, now 9-1 in the division, clinched the title, while 


dropping Kansas to 5-5. Nebraska, now 4-6 in the conference, 
can earn the other berth in the tourney by sweeping ISU in a 
twinbill Saturday at noon, combined with the Tigers topping KU 
at least once in two games, also slated Saturday. 


The Huskers used nine total hits plus strong pitching perfor- 


mances by senior Kirk Eymann and freshman reliever Gary 
iNolting tc sweep the Cyclones in Friday's doubleheader. 


In the opener, Steve McManaman provided NU with all the 


runs it needed by smacking a grand slam homerun in the third 
inning off ISU starter Scott DeGeest, who gave up just five hits 
going the distance. 


Eymann, now 4-2, held the Cyclones to seven hits, walked 


ore and struck out 10 to gain the victory. 


McManaman singled in two runs in the third inning of the 


second game to pull NU to within a 4-2 margin. 


Iowa State jumped to a 4-0 lead in the second game, when 


Chris Jones tripled in a run and scored on an error, and Charlie 
Weber doubled in another run in the third inning. 


The Huskers, now 25-11 overall, closed the gap to 4-2 in the 


bottom of the third when McManaman singled in two runs. NU 
added another run in the fourth, when shortstop John 
Dingledine doubled and scored on an error. 


Nolting, who relieved Husker starter Jeff Costello in the 


third inning with one out, then shut out the Cyclones for the next 
4 2.3 innings, while Nebraska tallied three more runs in the fifth 
to gain the win. 


NU left fielder Joe Scherger led off the fifth with a single, 


bringing in ISU reliever Jim Skogsberg. Skogsberg got the first 
batter out, but after a complaint by Husker coach Tony Sharpe. 
who questioned Skogsberg's foot placement, the freshman 
walked the next two baiters, bringing NU's Doug Miller to the 
olate. 


Miller, a junior ui;rd baseman, then singled through a small

vnfield, scoring '.wo runs to put the 


Huskers ahead 5-t. 
i dine then sacrificed to leftfield, 


scoring another run to ice the game. 


"It's a credit to our defense to get two wins with just nine 


hits." said NU assistant coach John Sanders. "The infield 
provided the turning points for us in each game with the tough 
plays," added Nolting. 


"Henne (NU catcher Jon) made two perfect throws to pick 


off guys trying to steal third base, with two outs." said Miller. 
"That's just a sample of all our work paying off."

Hruby, Schoonover lead Links

Beatrice — Rod Carlson 


wanted something better 
Friday than a 60-5 shot put, but 
he prefers to keep that infor- 
mation to himself. 


"I didn't get what I expected 


today, but I'd rather not say 
what that was," the Beatrice 
senior said after his record ef- 
fort in the Apollo Conference 
championships. 


Carlson, already Nebraska's 


all-time leader in the event 
with a 60-10'z, outbattled 
Columbus' Dave Porter (58-9) 
and Millard's Greg Peitzmeier 
(57-11). 


Porter, who threw 60-6 in the 


same dual that Carlson threw 
his all-time best, failed to offer 
the type of competition both 
wanted. 


"I've been sick all week with 


a cold and stomach problems," 
Porter said. "I've been taking 
antibiotics and coach (Ron) 
Callan told me not to throw 
today. But I felt all right and I 
don't like to miss meets." 


Carlson, unaware of Porter's 


sickness, believes his marks 
will improve during the three- 
week stretch windup. 


"I've got to start throwing 


for distance instead of to beat 
people," he said. "I've had too 
much constant wariness, 
watching and worrying about 
the guys I'm going against. I 
think that'll change during dis- 
trict and state." 


Carlson reached 60-3 on his 


first throw Friday, scratched 
on his second, then unleashed 
the 60-5. His throws in the 
finals were 58-9, 59-2 and 58-2. 


"As far as technique goes, I 


shouldn't have thrown 60 feet 
today," he admitted. "It was 
just adrenalin that pushed it 
out there today. I wasn't quick. 
I was sluggish. I've been tired 
all day." 


Veteran Beatrice track 


coach Willis Jones remained 
impressed with Carlson's con- 
sistency. 


Jones, hosting Beatrice's 


first major track meet in 12 
years on its two-year-old all- 
weather surface, believes one 
adjustment will add two feet to 
Carlson's throws. 


"He's still having trouble 


getting his back leg under him 
at the point of release," Jones 
explained. "When he gets that, 
he should be in 
the 


neighborhood of 62 feet"

S o u t h e a s t ' s Meg Gil- 


dersleeve was the meet's only- 
other double winner as she won 
both the long jump and the 100- 
yard dash, but neither in 
record time. 


Gildersleeve's wins were in 


just two of five events un- 
' touched by record breakers as 
standards fell in all of the 
other eight events during the 
final meet. The conference is 
disbanding after this year. 


Of the other member teams, 


Ralston was the only one to 
crack Lincoln's dominance of 
first places as the Rams 
grabbed two, the 440 with Joan 


Kerndt posting a :59.9 and the 
mile relay with the second best 
time this year. 4:08.6. 


In winning the two events, 


both records, Ralston kept Lin- 
coln from dominating the 
record books.

it's Boit, it's 
Randy Wilson?

Des Moines. la. — A specially arranged 800-meter run was 


the highlight of the 68th annual Drake Relays here Friday after- 
noon. 


Meet organizers lured American record holder Rick 


Wohihuter and Kenyan Olympian Mike Boit, the ex-Eastern 
New Mexico U. flash, to square off in the invitational race. 


Boit was the favorite at the distance in the Montreal Games 


before the African nations pulled out and Boit didn't run. 


For the Drake showdown, three other runners were added 


to give the race an authentic appearance. 


The p.a. announcer was as stunned as the sun-bathed crowd 


of 15.500 by the outcome. 


"Here they come." the man on the mike enthused as the 


runners came around the final turn. "It's Boit and Wohihuter." 
Down the stretch he said it again. "It's Boit and Wohihuter.'' 


But, as they neared the tape, the announcer started to 


stammer. "It's . . . It's." and then he paused before finishing 
with an incredulous question mark in his voice. "It's Randy 
Wilson'.1" 


The Oklahoma junior, who prepped in nearby Knoxville, 


Iowa, caught Wohihuter about ten yards before the finish line 
and lunged past Boit at the wire. 


Wilson was clocked in a Drake Relay record time of 1:46.05. 


All three finished within one-tenth of a second of each other — 
Boit in 1:46.13 and Wchlhuter in 1:46.16. 


"Maybe they were worrying about each other so much they 


weren't looking for me on the outside." Wilson said later. "Ac- 
tually, I thought I had started my kick too late. I didn't think I 
could catch them. That was my personal best by three seconds. 
I wanted to run real well since I was only 35 miles from my 
home town." 


Wilson normally runs on Oklahoma's two-mile relay team. 


"But. I just couldn't turn down the invitation to run against the 
best." he noted. "I told my teammates they could win the two- 
mile without me." 


The Sooners did. "The guys came over and said they had up- 


held their end of the bargain." Wilson added, "and they told me 
it was now my turn. This has to be my biggest thrill ever." 


Oklahoma's victory in the two-mile relay pulled Nebraska's 


quartet of Matt Rckmeyer, Keith Whitaker, Ron Fisher and 
Scott Poehling to the second-fastest clocking in school history, 
but the Huskers had to settle for fourth place. 


A week ago. at the Kansas Relays. Nebraska finished third 


in 7:24.74. This time they improved to 7:23.76. yet finished 
behind the Sooners. Bowling Green and Illinois. 


Another disappointed Husker was javelin ace Scott Sorchik, 


who finished as the runnerup to Southern Illinois' Bob Rdggy. 
who set a new Drake record of 259-2. 


Sorchik was clearly beyond that distance on his final toss, 


but lost his balance and barely skidded over the foul line. His ef- 
fort, in the 265-270 range didn't count and he had to settle for his 
next-best heave, a 245-5 toss. 


Sorchik. who has thrown over 260-feet this spring, however. 


In three years of competition he won the Kansas Relay title 
twice and finished second once: and won the Drake crown once 
and finished second the other two times.
